This man said he had found the 
money In a cellar while moving an old 
hous^ Chief Conlisk Immediately re-v 
paired to the place and made a 
thorough search but discovered no fur¬ 
ther evidence than that afforded by the * 
money Itseit The people who had pre- , 
% iously lived In the house w*ere of the 
-highest respectabillty> -^and,—^ according 
to the chief* entirely Innocent of any 
association with the counterfeiting. 

Chief ConlSsk believes from informa¬ 
tion he has obtained that the counter¬ 
feiters* or some of them, have been 
operating In iiutte, Montana. He put 
himself in prompt communication with 
Joseph A. Walker, head of the govern¬ 
ment secret service at Denver and the 
latter will probably come to Ogden to 
make inquiry into the sensational dnd. 
Mr. Walker, who has visited Salt Lake 
and Ogden many times* sugge.sted that 
possibly W. A* Hibbard* alias Hill* who 
served a term in the Utah penitenti¬ 
ary in the early nineties for counter¬ 
feiting and burglary, might be the 
guilty person. But the closest Investi¬ 
gation on the part of Chief Conlisk has 
in no wise associated Hibbard with the 
crime.

Motts medal arrives 




A tribute to 9/11 is rising in Groveport, Ohio, with the help of local coin collectors. 

After the 2001 attacks on the World Trade Center and the Pentagon, Warren E. Motts, founder of Motts Mili¬ 
tary Museum, secured several artifacts from the tragedy for the museum, including the wreckage of NYC Fire 
Department Ladder 18, a 17-foot section of the antenna that 
stood atop the North Tower and two demolished police cars. 

The artifacts are in temporary storage in an outbuilding at 
the museum in the Columbus suburb of Groveport while 
funds are being raised to prepare a proper permanent exhibit. 

The Central Ohio Numismatic Association became involved 
in the 9/11 project after Motts spoke at the group’s 2013 
Christmas banquet. In January, the club appointed a com¬ 
mittee of Chris Barlow, Larry French and Gerry Tebben to 
look into creating a medal or challenge coin to help fund the 
project. French, a member of both the museum and the coin 
club, served as liaison, helping design the medal and selecting 
a mint. 

After several months of discussion, CONA President Ste¬ 
phen E. Petty, called for a vote on the project in June. The " 
club decided to commission SilverTowne of Winchester, IN, 
to prepare an obverse die showing the fire truek being pulled 
from the wreckage and a reverse die featuring the museum’s 
logo at a total cost of $800. 

Petty said, “CONA is proud to support this effort to memo¬ 
rialize the 9/11 tragedy by contributing to efforts to house a 
fire engine destroyed at Ground Zero in NYC. Special thanks 
to club members Larry French, Chris Barlow and Gerry 
Tebben for their perseverance in helping make this metal a

The antique-finish bronze medals have enam¬ 
eled red, white and blue highlights and are pack¬ 
aged in a display box. Barlow designed an insert 
card promoting the club. It reads, in part, **CON.-\ 
is proud to parmer with .Motts .\lilitar>' .Museum 
and bring the Motts Museum Medallion Coin into ‘circulation’ for all to enjoy. Proceeds of this wonderful me¬ 
dallion benefit the museum’s efforts to house all 9/11 artifacts not currently displayed includina the truck on the 
obverse of the medallion.”

medals arrived just before 
the club’s annual Labor Day 
weekend coin show. Cavo 
sold about 60 of the enam¬ 
eled antique-bronze medals 
to CONA members at cost 
and donated the remainder to 
the museum. Cavo’s com¬ 
pany, Review Quality Notes, 
reviews certified notes and 
stickers them, much like CAC 
does for coins.

Seven minutes after a plane crashed 
into the North Tower of the World Trade 
Center at 8:47 a.m. Sept 11, 2011, NYC 
Ladder 18 was dispatched. Just before the 
ladder reached the site, the South Tower 
was hit The crew parked the truck un¬ 
der a West Street pedestrian bridge and 
hurried to the North Tower to help people 
escape. Crew members had climbed as 
far at the seventh floor when upper floors 
started to collapse, and they were ordered 
to evacuate. 

The crew had barelv left the lobbv when 
the North Tower started to fall. A cloud of 
dust and debris enveloped them as they 
ran. Miraculously, all survived.
